Portland people seom to be adopt-
ing the right means to bring about a
reduction in rates. In a remarkably
short time after Mr. Hannaford an-
nonnoed his decision of the transcon-
tineatal lines regarding the reduction
saked for, Portland had a committee
toady to start Eaat to wait upon the of-
fwiales of the Union Pacifio, This com-
mittee made & vigorous kick against
the policy of the Gould management,
but whether or not any good will re-
sult remains to be seen. We fail {o
see where any benafit is going to ac-
crue to a railroad by fixing a rate sul-
ficiently high to prohibit business,
The Union Pacific has not only fixed
ita rates high enough to shut out
Puget Bound lumber and shingles
from the markets which that road
reaches, but it goes 8o {ar as to shut
out the prodacts of its own terminus,
Portland. This is one way L0 manage
& railroad, bat it is not fair treatodent
toward the people of this section, any
more than it is fair to raise an objec-
tion to the reduction proposed by the
Northern Pacificc. We do not expect
the railroads to carry freight for noth-
ing, nor at a loss, bult we want a fair
deal all around. If Mr. Gould can
earry southern pine into Denver profit-
ably fora certain figure, he should
take Oregon lumber into that market
at the same rate per mile, bot he does
not,nor will he, probably, until com-
pelled by the interstate commerce
commimsion. Phe Portland manufac-
tares do not insist on a reduction of
the present rates, but only oo an
equalisation of them. The Pacific
Northwest is willing o try competi-
tion with the whole world with such
producis as we manulscture here, but
we cannol expect W make much head-
way if all the railroads entering ths
section are Lo discriminate against our
manulactures in favor of those in
other sections.
